I-have just done 
the journey from Peking to London with 

my small son of five in sixteen days, We 


1) started rather against the advice of the 


Consul ia Peking, and certainly against 
the advice of moat of our friends; so I 
was. doubly plensed at being able to cable, 
first from “Moscow, and two, days later 


from. Berlin, to say ‘that we “had had a 


splendid trip. 

oT have to knowledge. of Rrsusian, but 
1 found German very useful, as it is 
understood in most places. All officials 
and passengers ware most courteous aad 
obliging, and » the latter were always, 
ready to step in and traus}ate when neces- 
sary. A drawback to the journey is that’ 
ono cannot book a through ticket. This 
necessitates taking’ a good deal of money 
of different currencies, und it is there- 
fore rather difficult atthe end to know 
exacily what ono has spent; bul the jour- 
ney can be done comfortably first class 
on ubout’ £00. 

Chervonctz afd gold roubles are the 
beat currency to take; silver roubles being 
only accepted at half tueir face value, 
and in many places they are not accepted 
at all. For reserve money american 
notes .are"best, as they can ‘be cashed in 
the dining car and at all the banks; but 
in Moscow I’ failed to cash a twenty 
dollar gold coin. However, I found that 
the Russian Commercial and Industrial 
Bank there’ would. cask American’ letters 
of credit and, of course, travellers’ che 
ques. 

DEPARTURE YROM CHINA. 


"We left Peking on & Tuesday eveniag 
and arrived in London sixtecn days later.

hai. The meeting consumed the usual 
quantities of tea and cake, debated for 
nbotit an hous and a half and dispersed 
unfruitfully. © Nothing else, we think, was 
to be expected. We do not wish to be 
rude to the Chinese business community,

‘|foreign confréeres arg beginning to be a 


little suspicious of their ideas of co-oper- 
aticn. Much has heen heard of it in re- 
cent years; it is a nice, easy word to pro- 
nounce ; it has a most imposing sound: 
byt in practice it means nothing but a 
Chinese device to.get the foreigner, what, 
is vulgarly called, ‘ to carry the baby.” 
At Thursday's meeting, one. foreign

He travela on the front 
buffers. of the engine; he ‘travels “in the 
first class; be travels in the guard’s van, 
where there is a stove and an ever-amok- 
ing tenpot; he travels seated on the 
carriage steps; ho travels in the postal 
waggon; he may even be discovered read- 
ing quietly ip the ladies’ lavatory. But 
such lonely; places are only until - the 


boring question of tickets has been decid- 
ed. Once that’is over, and every man 
becomes a free mat, all these nooks and 
crannies give up: their occupanta,. who 
congregate together and gossip gloriously 
until the too-short journey is.over. 

The problems that confront the Yoreign 
traveller are varied.

I think it is n ood thing for us who 
are trying :to take our religion seriously. 
to’ study whenever possible the thain in- 
cidents in the life. of our Lord with the 
nid of the best modern. scholarship, .s0 
that we may tho. better understand their 
inner menning. A fresh reading of some 
of those eventa which we know #0. well 
may throw a new Hight on problems which 
sometimes burden our hearts and intel- 
lects in these dificult days. Now tho 
‘story of tho Temptation which waa read 


‘as the second lesson this morning is of}, 


far greater importance than - most of , us. 
imagine, because in itself it gives us’ the 
key to the rest-of Our Lord's life; and 
also cbecause it must of necessity have 
beon disclosed by Christ.to His disciples, 
Atay inthe “tiniatry. | Temptation you 
Know necessarily implies power of choicc : 
that is, thé power of advancing towards 
either’ good or cvil; and it becomes 
temptation just because’ we tlo not want 
to go wp higher. Hence it is always at 
the moment a bitter cup. Let us remem. 
| ber at the outsct, that the Temptations 
of Jesus Christ were for our sakes ;. and 
that they do not resemble struggles such 
ax we are accustomed jto, cspecially in 
the early stages of the Christian life, but 
Yather the ‘struggle of Him who is: both 
God and man and man in Gods and there- 
fore had all power in his yrasp if He 
chose to use it, .The Temptation of 
course was in His, will, the. ‘story’ is ‘sym- 
bolical throughout, #0 that the old pic- 
tures of the Temptation showing the 
Devil outside are somewhat misleading. 
We can perhaps, hest grasp part of their 
ncaning if we regard them, 2s instigations 
to dea) shortly and summarily with the 
three great problems of the world in a 
way different from that ordained by’ God. 
Himself. ee clea . 
There is a story of Alexander the Great’ 
how he. once went to Gordium in Phrygia 
to’sea a famous.Chariot of' the Kings of 
that country, and to try. whether he 
could untie the knot which hound the pole 
to the yoke, because. there was a pro- 
phecy that whosoever first unticd it would 
lhe Jord ‘of all: Asin. Alexander tugged 
mt the knot in vain, and then, just as 
Napoleon would have-done, he pulled out 
his sword and. cut the strap through, and 
did become tord of ‘all Asia—but only for 
. few months. Similarly our Lord may 
be regurded..as having heen» tempted to 
cut with one blew knots which God wishes 
men to unravel ‘slowly. and surely—with 
| the pledge of thereby becoming Lord. of 
a)l the Kingdoms .of the earth at 2-blow. 
Thus regarded the Temptations ‘contaim 
tremendoug lessons for. the Church and 
for the individual throughout all ages. 
The first, temptation deals with the social 
and economic problems of the world. The 
question is—How are our bodily and 
worldly. needs. to’ be Satisied? .
